THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Westmoreland in the 
County of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in town 
affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
Westmoreland on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation for the same. 


3. To see what sum of money in addition to what is 
required by law the town will vote to raise for the support 
of highways and bridges. 

4. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions of 
Chapter 117, Laws of 1917, on a section of the Monadnock 
Road, so-called, and appropriate or set aside from the amount 
raised for highway work the sum of $225 for this purpose. 


5. ‘To see if the town will vote to apply for state aid for 
state road maintenance and raise money for the same. 


6. To see if the town will vote to apply for state aid for 
trunk line maintenance and raise money for the same. 


7. To see if the town will vote to apply for state and 
trunk line aid for trunk line construction and raise money 
for the same. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
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a sum of money not to exceed $500 to continue graveling the 
so-called river road. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise $400 for the pur- 
pose of eradicating white pine blister rust. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise $100 for the 
support of library. 


11. To see what disposition the town will vote to make 
of the income from the Jothan Lord fund.. 


12. To see if the town will vote to accept the Eli C. Well- 
ington legacy of $100 to be held in trust and the income to be 
used for the care of the Eli C. Wellington lot in Westmoreland 
Village cemetery. 


13. To see if the town will vote to accept the lot of land 
known as the Barker Lot to be used as a public park, the 
minimum sum of $5 to be appropriated each year for its upkeep 
or improvement and if at any time in the future it ceases to 
be used for such purpose for five consecutive years it will 
revert back to the heirs of the donor. 


14. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Sehool Board and Citizens of Westmoreland: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report on the condition 
of your schools. 


FINANCIAL 


There will be a deficit at the end of the year as there was 
last year on July first. I might as well take time and space 
here to explain how these deficits came about. During the 
year 1928-24 there seemed to be an influx in the population 
which was remote from school and an increase in the number 
who wished to avail themselves of high school opportunities. 
We had on hand as a balance from the year 1922-23 $656.38 
largely state aid money unexpended. The state allowed us 
additional money in our budget last year to meet the increase 
in transportation but the money was not available for use until 
December of 1924 or one year after the expenditure took place. 
In turn, since we had on hand the $656.38 of state money men- 
tioned above, this amount was deducted from the allotment 
which made our receipts in December of this year just that 
much less approximately. The state aid money received, last 
year (1923) in December was the amount based on the ex- 
penses of our schools the previous year when transportation 
was $229 (1922-23) as against $866.25 which we needed to 
have had. 3 

There is too much detail and intricate reasoning to put 
down here but for the purpose of making the deficit as clear 
as possible and the reasons therefor, I am giving a set of com- 
parative figures for the last five years of the main items of 
expense, two of which caused the deficit.

Since $500 was appropriated for high school tuition in 
1923-24 and the expense was $656 there is a shortage of $156 
here. There was also necessary an overdraft of $233.38 in 
other items chiefly transportation which brought the total de- 
ficiency up to $389.38. 

There will be this year a deficiency in the high school 
tuition of $620. This with the $389 makes a total of $1,009.00 
with the addition that no money was raised last year for 
salaries of the school board. 

No doubt there are some who, while not engaged directly 
in the finances, could tell where all this could have been 
avoided. A small deficit of $889 could have been carried over 
and taken care of in subsequent years but with the approach- 
ing deficit of this year it seems unwise to let it run father. 
The school board nor I could not foresee ths rise in transpor- 
tation and high school attendance. 

Some tax rates per $1,000 for neighboring towns will help 
us see how we stand. Figures for 1922-23. Westmoreland, 
$6.26; Alstead, $6.48; Marlow, $8.45; Winchester,$9.48; Gil- 
sum, $8.00; Troy, $9.64; Walpole, 12.20. These rates are for 
school purposes only and disregard state aid. 


SCHOOL WORK 


Whilé the matters of finance may be discouraging the 
work of the teachers and pupils on it, on the contrary it is 
all very encouraging. Pupils and teachers are interested and 
there seems to be a growing interest on the part of parents. 
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The Grange gave a decided advance to the interest in spelling. 
The contest was not of as high order as one could wish for but 
that was known before it took place. It is hoped to have an- 
other contest when the showing will be better. The thanks of 
the superintendent and teachers is due the Grange for the start. 


Standard tests have shown us where we are with regard to 
other schools. We are not behind. 


REPAIRS 


The most extensive repairs were made at Kast Westmore- 
land. As voted by the district the $208.50 left from the new 
building fund was used there together with the $125 allotted 
by the state for that purpose. Only now have the most needed 
repairs been made. There were a few things left undone due 
to shortage of funds and the added disappointment that local 
interest slumped. 


The Depot school is in the greatest need now of changes 
but for obivious reasons I can not see the use in recommending 
now. 


There was only one change in the teaching staff this year. 
This is a decided advantage to the welfare of the children from 
every point of view. We might just as well keep qualified 
teachers at the present rate of salary as to hire cheaper ones 
with the consequent cheaper returns for the money. Besides 
for the better quality of teacher we get more state aid which 
leaves us decidedly in the advantage for the local cost is no 
more for the better grade. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my gratitude 
for assistance the teachers, pupils, parents’and school board 
have given.
